Councilman Sherwood asked for a breakdown in salaries of 
Commissioners. Chairman Ineson explained, salaries set by 
Legislature. 


Councilman Morrissette questioned the advantage of bringing 
in Government funds to help pay for manpower. He said, the 
Government comes with something for nothing, we buy it for 
one year for nothing and in two years the County pays for it. 


Commissioner Robinson, it is not manpower and the budget 
reflects 5.5% increase in each department; there is also bond- 
ing for micro-filming. Program must be kept moving. 


Mrs. Holmes explained her budget. An increase of 5.5% for 
salaries and she is requesting one more employee. 


#139 Commissioner Robinson said this was for 2 new 
typewriters. Ch. Ineson— the typewriters were scratched 
and it’s time they got new ones. 


Mrs. Katz questioned Sheriff's Department. Sheriff Knight 
explained, the cost of his department as with the Court 
system, fluctuates from year to year depending on the num- 
ber of crimes. 
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#121 County Attorney has requested more help in acquir- 
ing more information for the State’s prosecution. Last year 
they ran out of money and had to stop criminal investiga- 
tion. This was corroborated by the Commissioners. The 
courts are running 10 months session as opposed to 6 
months. Sheriff Knight said he works 7 days a week, 24 
hours a day, thus his request for an increase in salary. 


#152 Councilman Morrissette said Sheriff’s expenses should 
show how many deputies receive this sum. Taxpayers would 
understand it better. 


Rep. Beckett started to ask questions and Ch. Ineson said 
Beckett could not ask questions. He was on the othersside 
of the rail, with the public and as a member of the Delega- 
tion, should sit with the Delegation. 


Mayor Couture said the Capital improvements are in a “‘nice 
little category’’ and they show nothing about what was 
spent. He would like it broken down.

130 patients require full-time care.

Next year the 
State will reimburse the County for the cost. The State does 
not give credit for over the counter drugs such as laxatives 
or aspirin.

Tirrell, gave a verbal report on the medical costs of 
Riverside. Each doctor gets $4,000.00 per year from the 
County. Aside from this he can earn $7,200.00. If he has 120 
patients, he can charge from $5.00 to $11.00 per visit 
plus the $4,000.00 from the County. A motion by Ruel, 
seconded by O'Connor, to accept the verbal report was made. 
Vote unanimous. 


Rep. O’Connor then spoke to the committee, referring to 
account #253, O.E.O., Special, and stated that he supported 
the request for the money by the Strafford County Com- 
munity Action Agency during the budget deliberations. He 
stated that he wished to inform the committee that informa- 
tion had come to him, from several board members of the 
Agency, alleging misuse of funds and fraudulent board 
elections. The elections incident, where a board election for 
low income representation appeared to have been rigged, was 
not followed by disciplinary action against the employee 
involved, but by the placement of this employee in a new 
position at a higher salary. He urged the delegation and the 
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commissioners to be cautious and certain that the funds 
would be properly spent before they were released. O’Connor 
stated that his wife worked for the Agency and he realized 
this could jeopardize her job but he felt and she felt that the 
Agency should serve those it was designed to serve and not 
just the people it employed. Rep. O’Connor said he wished 
to have his report included in the minutes, which has been 
done. 


The committee and Commissioners said they would be 
cautious about #253, O.E.O. and see that the money would 
be properly spent. 


A letter of resignation from Victor Hamel, Administrator of 
Riverside Rest Home, was introduced by Commissioner 
Dumont, It spoke of the good work Mr. Hamel had done for 
the elderly at Riverside. They accepted his resignation with 
regret and wished him a happy future. The Commissioners 
said they would advertise for a new Administrator Aug. 
22, 23, 24. He would have on the job training for 4 months, 
until Mr. Hamel left Riverside Rest Home in December 1973.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1973 


In accordance with the Public Laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, the County Commissioners of Strafford County 
herewith submit this annual report of various County officials 
for the year ending December 1973. 


The year 1973 went by with many accomplishments 
and no internal trouble whatsoever, the reason being that 
all County personnel worked to his fullest capabilities, and 
we all worked together in harmony. 


The surplus food program worked out extremely well 
this year as in the past. We will all miss this program when it 
phases out July Ist, 1974. 


The award for the new court house went to Caron 
Construction Company, and ground breaking ceremonies 
were ‘held March 30, 1973. Construction has been a little 
slower than we had hoped for because of shortages of all 
kinds of material; but the expected opening date of the New 
Administration Building is June lst, 1974. This new court 
house construction took up a great deal of time on our part, 
because of the many intricate day by day problems that arise 
with such a big project. It will be a building that everyone 
will be proud of. 


The jail has created some minor problems because of 
the courts now sentencing some prisoners for over a year, 
therefore, increasing our prisoner population by almost 
eighty percent higher than previous years; and this trend 
will continue. In order to alleviate this problem somewhat, 
we have started what we call a prisoner work release program 
that allows a crew of five prisoners and a deputy sheriff to 
go in any area of Strafford County to do manual labor for 
any City or Town that requests such services. The program 
is working out far better than we had hoped for, and it 
accomplishes many things such as, exercise for the prisoners, 
less crowded conditions at the jail during the daytime, and 
it sort of returns to the cities and towns a return for their 
County tax dollar through manual labor doing projects that 
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would not normally be done. 


The Riverside Rest Home has functioned extremely 
well in the past year, and the results of this is because every- 
one worked together; we do not want to name anyone be- 
cause we could go on forever and space does not allow us 
to do so. 


Our patient load is at its highest, and our nursing care 
hours ere also at their peak. The patients are receiving the 
highest of care, and we are extremely proud of this. 


The Board of County Commissioners hired a Social 
Services Director to coordinate all our social functions, arts 
and crafts and many other projects so that the patients are 
always busy through some project or entertainment. This 
program is funded with a three to one matching fund through 
the federal government. It is hard to conceive how we ever 
got along without these services before. 


We would like to thank the County Doctors who so 
unselfishly devoted so much time and effort for the better- 
ment of our patients. 


We were very disappointed with the announcement of 
Victor Hamel that he was soon to retire. We wish him the 
very best in his retirement years. 


We were very fortunate to have been able to hire George 
Frigon to replace him. George has the highest of qualifica- 
tions, and we hope to have him for a long time. Good admini- 
strators like Vic and George are hard to find. 


We would like to thank the County Delegation for its 
cooperation that it has given us, especially at budget times. 


We would like to thank everyone associated with Straf- 
ford County for their dedicated efforts in making Strafford 
County one of the most efficient Counties in the State.

The office of County Attorney handled and disposed 
of several hundred criminal matters in Strafford County 
Superior Court in the year 1973. 


In addition many appearances were made in the District 
and Municipal Courts of this County where assistance was 
requested by law enforcement officials. 


Because of the volume of work, assistance in this office 
was provided by the Board of County Commissioners 
through December 31, 1973. 


In the interim the County Attorney applied for and was 
granted sufficient funds by the New Hampshire Crime Com- 
mission to obtain semi-permanent assistance; and it is hoped 
such assistance may be thus obtained, permanently utilizing 
funds provided by the Crime Commission. 


The usual volume of petitions under the Uniform Re- 
ciprocal Enforcement of Support Act were processed, in- 
cluding those initiated in this State. 

Considerable effort was expended in the observation of 
and efforts to control and/or eliminate obscenity in the 
County in the form of movies and printed literature. 

Appreciation is expressed to the Board of County Com- 
missioners and the Sheriff's Department for their whole- 
hearted interest in and cooperation with this office.

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1973 SHERIFF’S REPORT 


As | look back on my fifth year of service as sheriff of 
Strafford County, | look back on a year that | feel was both 
rewarding and productive. 


Four civil deputies served a total of 2,326 writs, and 
total fees and mileage amounted to $11,607.22. The depart- 
ment participated in 182 criminal investigations throughout 
the county. 799 transports were made from the courts or 
hospitals to the Strafford County Jail, the New Hampshire 
State Prison, the New Hampshire Youth Development Center, 
the Valley St. Jail and/or the New Hampshire State Hospital. 
In the judicial area, bailiffs were provided for Probate Court 
and for the three terms of Superior Court. In accordance with 
RSA 30:5, all deputies have filed an annual report of indivi- 
dual income for 1973 with the Secretary of State. 


For a bit of the unusual and at the request of the 
Attorney General, three months of guard duty was provided 
for a material witness in a homicide case. Extraditions were 
made from as far away as Rockford, III.; and on three 
different occasions, deputies were used for guard duty for 
county confined subjects who were patients at the Went- 
worth-Douglass Hospital. 


Under the direction of the county commissioners, a 
prisoner work release program was :nitiated, and an unarmed 
deputy was assigned to guard duty. 


The Strafford County Dispatch Center, located in my 
office, was a whirlwind of activity this past year and in 
operation 24 hours a day. Besides the Sheriff's Department, 
we dispatched for the towns of Farmington, Rollinsford, 
Milton, New Durham, Middleton and Strafford and have 
communication with Dover, Somersworth, Rochester, Dur- 
ham, Barrington, Madbury and Lee, the State Police and 
the counties of Rockingham, Carroll and Belknap. 1973 
traffic included 102,930 radio transmissions, 29,250 tele- 
phone calls and 5,475 incident reports. 
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! would like to take this opportunity to thank the 
County Commissioners, the County Delegation, the County 
Attorney, the local police departments and all other residents 
of Strafford County for their singular and combined cooper- 
ation and publicly commend the personnel of my depart- 
ment for a good job ‘well done”’. 


In 1974, | am looking forward to hiring a much needed 
full time criminal investigator and acquiring a transport van, 
both through grants from the Governor’s Commission on 
Crime and Delinquency; and hopefully, | am also looking 
forward to moving into more spacious quarters in the new 
Strafford County Justice Building. To say that our present 
facilities are outmoded and over crowded is certainly an 
understatement and is a well-proven fact on any grand jury 
day!

REPORT OF COUNTY PHYSICIANS 
March 7, 1974 


Dear Sir: 


We wish to submit our annual personal report to you 
as of this date for the year April 1, 1973 to April 1, 1974 as 
County Physicians for the Riverside Rest Home and County 
H.O.C. 


This past year has resulted in a few improvements and a 
few old and new medical and administrative problems as 
described below: 


On the plus side we have a new qualified social worker— 
Mrs. Quimby— a welcome addition to our staff. She has tried 
valiantly to keep our patients from becoming bored and 
apathetic and has succeeded in preventing many from be- 
coming merely vegetables. Also on the plus side we still have 
a dedicated nursing and allied personnel staff taking special 
interest in the patients beyond routine work. 


Administrative problems observed by us are the in- 
creased amounts of clerical work required because of new 
Federal and State requirements; e.g. the six weeks recertifi- 
cation stipulation on all patients that intermediate nursing 
care is needed. 


A marked increase in time spent in the H.O.C. due to 
increased census and turnover of prisoners as well as increased 
demands for their so called rights— dental care, eye examin- 
ations, etc., and increased numbers of psychiatric cases and 
drug abuse cases has been a continual problem throughout 
the year. 
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Suggestions for remedial action include employment of 
a male nurse to help out with care of prisoners as well as 
catheterization of male patients in the Rest Home. At the 
present time we have to make special trips to catheterize 
all male patients. 


The need for more supervision of diets is also self- 
evident from the number of diabetic patients. 


Clerical help with the log-jam of paper work would 
free up skilled nursing personnel for primary care of patients 
which is their real function. 


Medication of prisoners by nurses only— in the old 
building— requires considerable time due to the census of 
prisoners and numbers of medications being given daily. A 
male nurse would certainly alleviate this time-consuming 
chore. 


We appreciate the cooperation of the administrators, 
nurses and allied personnel throughout the year. 


We, the undersigned, submit our report as County 
Physicians for the year 1973. 


During 1973, based on our daily rounds, we forward 
the following summary: 


Patients visited (Riverside) 1,240 plus 
Total HOC calls (includes 162 

initial physical exams) 687 
Total new patients admitted 66 
Total discharges 19 
Total deaths 28 


The Physicians also receive many phone calls and make 
extra visits per day as needed since one physician is on call 
on a twenty-four hour schedule. 

We would very much like to thank the Commissioners, 
Administration, and excellent nurses for their cooperation 
and many kindnesses during the year 1973.

INTRODUCTION 


The Cooperative Extension Service was set up as an 
informal educational system and today operates in every 
county and territory throughout the United States. It is 
commonly referred to as the ‘‘off-campus’’ educational arm 
of the land grant university; and, as the name implies, is a 
unique cooperative arrangement between the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the university and the Coopera- 
tive Extension Service Council. 


The Council. is the governing board for the Extension 
Service, and is made up of thirteen members. Each line of 
work— agriculture, forestry, home economics, and 4-H— 
has three members of the council, with the last member being 
appointed by the representatives of the County Delegation. 
Meetings are held at least four times a year, with the finance 
committee of five members meeting each month for the dis- 
bursement of funds. 


Extension agents, as teachers, staff the many county 
offices throughout the United States. Each is a qualified, 
experienced college graduate, further supported by a battery 
of specialists in many fields, who are stationed at the state 
university. 


Using a philosophy of helping people help themselves, 
Extension agents have earned the recognition of becoming a 
dedicated, useful, and needed group. 
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Following are resumes of the agents’ annual reports. 
These reports are available for examination at the Extension 
Service Office, Federal Office Building, Rochester. 


REPORT OF THE AGRICULTURAL AGENT 


In 1973 the Strafford County Extension Service Agri- 
cultural Program was many-pronged, as are all Extension pro- 
grams. The Agricultural Agent worked with the agricultural 
producers to increase their productivity and efficiency. This 
was accomplished by working in such areas as pest control, 
soil management practices, decision-making and operational 
skills, machine structure and technology, animal management 
practices, crop management practices, and general farm 
management. 


Aid is given by responding to individual requests, as well 
as organizing and sponsoring programs that deal with antici- 
pated problem areas. There were also programs dealing with 
the production of crops and livestock for the homeowner. 
This was stimulated by the sharp rise in food prices during 
1973. Even more interest in this area is anticipated this 
next year. 


The area of Natural Resources and the Environment was 
also an active area for programming. Many requests for in- 
formation and educational materials were received in the 
handling and management of solid wastes. This was stimu- 
lated by the forthcoming ban on open burning in dumps. 


Programs were also prepared and given in soil and water 
conservation, effects and control of pollution, citizens’ un- 
derstanding of the environment, and planning and zoning. 
Late in 1973, this agent assumed the duties of county 
coordinator, which entailed the management of the County 
Extension Service Office. 

If you have suggestions for programs, or if you have 
problems in any of the areas listed above, or in related areas, 
please do not hesitate to contact your Extension agents. We 
welcome your suggestions and problems.

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REPORT OF THE 
STRAFFORD COUNTY HOME ECONOMIST 


The Cooperative Extension Service is often considered 
to be the nation’s most unique and successful experiment in 
adult education. Strafford County would seem to testify 
to this, since 1973 was especially busy and, we believe, pro- 
ductive for Home Economics Extension. An increasing num- 
ber of homemakers enrolled in the numerous courses given 
in the five areas of concern: Family Stability, Consumer 
Competence, Family Health, Family Housing, and Com- 
munity and Resource Development. These people were 
involved in analyzing problems, deciding upon a course of 
action, and applying knowledge gained to carry out a pro- 
gram. 


Much of the information is taught by leaders trained at 
special schools by the agent or Extension specialists from the 
University of; New Hampshire. In addition to agent- and 
leader-taught meetings, instruction was given by local re- 
source people such as doctors, insurance men, and others 
with special talents or abilities. Also, educational information 
is provided the public through special schools, workshops, 
news release, subject matter bulletins, and agent visits to 
individuals or groups. 


The Home Economics Extension Advisory Council, 
made up of leaders from the thirty-one community groups, 
has also been very helpful in organizing, motivating, and 
deciding upon a plan of action for Strafford County. 


One of the projects that attracted great interest this 
year was Coping with the Hyperactive Child. \n January, our 
Advisory Council discovered a need for such a program in the 
county. Our County Health Chairman then arranged for the 
director of the Strafford Guidance Center, a pediatrician, and 
a school nurse to form a panel of experts at a meeting open 
to the public. Interest was far greater than expected, with a 
capacity crowd attending the session at the Federal Office 
Building, Rochester. 


In the fall, a follow-up to the spring meeting was held 
at Dover, with Dr. Pierre Durand and Bonnie McGee, family 
life specialist of the University of New Hampshire, as resource 
people. The Strafford Guidance Clinic and local pediatricians 
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helped alert parents and school counselors to this oppor- 
tunity. As a result, we had a new audience, including school 
staff members. Another meeting on the Hyperactive Child is 
planned for the spring of 1974. | 


Two other family life programs were also well received. 
Nine leaders, representing five groups, attended a meeting on 
the Pre-School Child, conducted by Bonnie McGee; and 
twelve leaders, representing eight groups, had training on the 
Life Cycle, dealing with advantages and problems of people 
from youth to the elderly. 


A Food Preservation School, held in August at Roches- 
ter, proved a great success. Originally, we had planned to 
hold the meeting at the Federal Building; but, because of the 
large registration, it was necessary to hold it at the K. of C. 
Hall. About 180 families were represented at the day-long 
school on canning and freezing. 


Other projects presented this year were: Beginning 
Sewing (for minority groups), How to Identify and Buy 
Meat, Cheese in Family Meals, Salads and Herbs, Quilting, 
Japan and Its Culture, Dental Hygiene, Good Storage Space, 
Improving Home Environment, and numerous other educa- 
tional programs to help the people of Strafford County live 
better and happier.

REPORT OF THE 
4-H YOUTH DEVELOPMENT AGENTS 


“4-H is the youth program of the Cooperative Exten- 
‘sion Service, which is part of the University of New Hamp- 
shire and the United States Department of Agriculture. Your 
4-H youth development agents are two members of a team of 
workers in the County Extension Service Office, supported 
by county, state, and federal funds.’ (4-H Cir. 1) 

A nation’s children are its greatest resource, and the 
goals of 4-H are the same as those you have for your 
children— to help them grow into useful, mature citizens. 


Through the 4-H program, boys and girls in all areas are 
offered the opportunity to set goals, learn new subject 
matter, work and play with others, increase skills and dex- 
terity, and gain confidence in themselves and develop an 
appreciation of others. 
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Another important aspect of the Strafford County 4-H 
program is community service. During the past year, 4-H 
members have been involved in recycling glass (Dover), 
planting tree seedlings on public property (Dover and Mad- 
bury, setting in more than 12,000 tulip bulbs (Rochester, 
Dover, Berwick, Gonic, East Rochester, West Lebanon, Lee, 
Milton Mills, Rollinsford, Madbury, and Strafford), adopting 
grandmothers and grandfathers from Old Age Homes (Roch- 
ester), picking up litter on roadside cleanups (all over 
the county), helping senior citizens and their Center at 
Rochester (Barrington), setting and maintaining trash barrels 
(Berwick), and many other town-or-city-aiding projects. 


The 4-H Office has aided many science teachers in the 
improvement of their teaching programs through the use of 
4-H manuals and other information. 


The Rochester Children’s Library now has samples of 
4-H manuals to be used as reference materials. Hopefully, 
children wishing more information concerning a project will 
be referred to the 4-H Office and may possibly become 
4-H members. 


The Rochester Boys’ Club called upon the 4-H Office 
for assistance with their ecology program during the summer. 
The grounds were explored and suggestions were made to the 
nature director, aiding in developing his program. Also, the 
film, So Little Time, was shown and discussed by the 4-H 
agent and campers. 


In addition, assistance was given the town of New 
Durham at the annual Bicycle Safety Rodeo, organized and 
run by the 4-H Department; and to the City of Dover 
through a Bicycle Safety Program and Rodeo, co-sponsored 
with the Dover Recreational Department.

REPORT OF THE 
STRAFFORD COUNTY FORESTRY PROGRAM 
1973 
Donald C. Black, County Forester 


The County Forestry Program is a cooperative program 
financed by county, state, and federal funds; and is admin- 
istered by the Cooperative Extension Service through agree- 
ments with the State Division of Resources Development and 
the United States Forest Service. It is an adult educational 
program, aimed at helping private and municipal woodland 
owners in Strafford County with forest land-use problems. In 
addition, it offers assistance to wood-using industries in 
locating, processing, and marketing forest products. Besides 
helping people realize monetary returns from their woodlands 
and its products, the forestry program is charged with pro- 
tecting our forest resources for future generations. It is 
entirely voluntary on the part of the woodland owners and 
timber operators.

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COMMENTARY 


Salmon Falls River Watershed Association: 

One of the most rewarding activities was working with 
the Salmon Falls River Watershed Association. In order to 
bring visibility to the Association, it was suggested that they 
sponsor a canoe race. Acting as chairman and working with 
several committees, we arranged a competition that had 93 
canoes race in 5 classes. It was estimated that 3,000 specta- 
tors watched the race. Since that time, many canoers have 
been on the river to appreciate its beauty and serenity. This 
was one step in saving the river. 


Strafford Town Forest: 

Working with the Strafford Conservation Commission 
produced a plan for action and development, but the only 
action was a selective timber marking that wasn’t sold due to 
neglect of the Conservation Commission. 


Somersworth Conservation Commission: 

As usual, these people continue to move along with 
their Parson Park development. Assistance to them on several 
occasions was the selection of trees to be removed and a 
pruning demonstration. Following the pruning demonstra- 
tion, they pruned every tree on six acres. 


Chain Saw and Pruning Saw: 

The acquisition of chain and pruning saws provided 
many opportunities for on-the-spot demonstrations of the 
use of tools and on-site timberstand improvement work. 
Exhibits: 

Three exhibits designed and constructed by the U. S. 
Forest Service were placed in the Rochester Mall. Also, an 
office staff exhibit was distributed throughout the county. 


Tours: 

Two forestry management and industry tours were held 
in cooperation with neighboring counties, and attracted 
nearly 100 people at each. An Extension Service slide pro- 
gram is being developed for general use in the county. Some 
special forestry tours were held for local schools. 
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UNH Students: 

In cooperation with the university forestry professors, 
senior students provided forest management planning assis- 
tance to four landowners in the Durham area. The project 
was educational for all those involved, including the County 
Forester. ) 


Timber Sales: 

Stumpage prices have tripled during the past three 
years, and logging activity is at a peak. Through referrals to 
consultant foresters, more than one million feet were selec- 
tively marked and harvested. At one forestry tour, one of the 
largest saw mill Owners remarked that timber quality has 
greatly increased over the last 15 to 20 years. This is attribu- 
ted directly to efforts of the County Forestry Program and 
private consultant foresters managing woodlands through 
selective cutting. 


STRAFFORD COUNTY 
FORESTRY PLAN OF WORK — 1974 


SITUATION 


Three important events took place in 1973 that greatly 
affected the County Forestry Program. The events were the 
cancellation of the REAP Program, the increased (nearly 
tripled) demand for standing timber, and the enactment of 
the Current Use Law. 


Loss of the REAP Program caused timberstand improve- 
ment work to decrease to one-tenth of previous accomplish- 
ments. Only the most serious managers, who also had the 
capital, hired vendors to do the weeding work. There was 
little, if any, pruning work done. Forest fire access road 
installation also decreased. The road practice was very im- 
portant, because it provided protection for installed practices 
and provided access to new areas of work. 


Increased demand for stumpage has raised many land- 
owners’ interest in their woodlot. Fortunately, because of 
past efforts of former county and consultant foresters, most 
woodland owners are not seeking professional help when 
selling their timber. A new law enacted by the New Hamp- 
shire legislature (Current Use Assessment) provides that land 
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managed for timber products is entitled to a reduced tax 
rate. Many landowners who were passive about their wood- 
lands are now seeking advice through planning and on-the- 
spot demonstration. 


OUTLOOK FOR 1974 


The County Forestry Program objective— to provide an 
adult educational program aimed at helping private and 
municipal woodland owners in Strafford County with forest 
land-use problems— will continue in the traditional manner. 


Technical supervision to REAP cost-share incentive 
practice will be provided if the program or a similar program 
is enacted. Special or priority consideration will be given 
to the following areas: 


Woodlot Visits: This is where the county forester’s job 
is. Only by showing the woodland owner what can be done 
on his land can forestry improvement be attained. Discussing 
a landowner’s problems on his land is the most effective way 
to get a job done. There isn’t any pallatable substitute for 
this— energy crisis or not. 


Personal Demonstrations: Equipped with a chain saw, a 
pruning saw, anda Christmas tree shearing knife, it is now 
possible to demonstrate woodland improvement techniques. 
More of this will be done in 1974. 


Forest Management Plan: With renewed interest from 
landowners, it is anticipated that planning activities will 
increase. Last year the program averaged one forest manage- 
ment plan per month. 


Forest Fire Access Roads: Although cost-share programs 
are gone, more intensive effort will be made to get these 
installed. Many roads can be built by giving more attention 
to the layout so that roads can be opened by cutting. Roads 
are important, since they provide the owner access to the area 
being improved and an exit for hauling out wood products. 


Fuelwood: Now that we have an energy crisis, more 
people will want to cut their own fuel. Lowgrade stands can 
be upgraded substantially, if the poorest material is removed. 
Heavy promotion of fuelwood cutting is in order for this 
year. 
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Shade Trees: Assistance to landowners with shade tree 
problems will continue at the same intensity as last year. The 
need will be met. 


University Students: Working cooperatively this year 
with University of New Hampshire forestry students, private 
landowners received assistance sooner than anticipated. Pri- 
vate land gave the student a real situation to deal with. 
Everyone benefited— the students, the landowners, the:pro- 
fessors, and the County Forester. More of this activity will 
be encouraged.
